p ermanent inju nctio n sho u ld be heard 
within a reaso nable time. 
He asks fo r 
an amendment to the anti tru st law 
and an emp lo y ers’ liability law, and 
say s that the interstate co mmerce law 
sho u ld be amended so as to giv e rail­ 
ro ads the right to make traffic agree­ 
ments su bject to the ap p ro v al o f the 
interstate co mmerce co mmissio n. The 
p resident believ es that trade» agree­ 
ments between emp lo y er and emp lo y e, 
where they are ju st and fair, sho u ld be 
enco u raged, and the right o f the em ­ 
p lo y ers to co mbine and co ntract with

months; 
Semi-Weeklies^within nine months; 
They shall not be counted in the legitmate list of subscribers and cop- 
pies mailed on account thereof shall not be accepted for mailing at the

rate of postage of one cent a pound, but 
may be 
mailed at the transient rate of one cent for each copy, prepaid by 
stamps affixed. 
The right of a publisher to extend credit for subscrip­ 
tions is not denied or questioned, but his compliance or non-compli­ 
ance with this regulation will be taken into consideration in determin­ 
ing whether the publication is entitled to transmission at the second- 
class postage rates.
